At New Deal in December

If you eat at the New Deal 
Café at Roosevelt Center, you 
will find more than wholesome 
victuals there in December. And 
if you are not a regular at this 
family-values venue, both an 
innovative- and traditional-fare- 
restaurant, you ought to visit at 
least during December. About 
this time each year when the City 
of Greenbelt lights up the trees 
for the holidays, the New Deal 
Café puts on the second of its 
two group shows, a celebration of 
local art. The opening and recep- 
tion were over the weekend but 
my daughter, a keen artist, was 
inspired to visit the Café again 
with me on Tuesday evening, to 
meet and speak with local artists 
and take more pictures. 

During the first hour of the 
official reception on Sunday, 
December 3 more than 40 art- 
ists and guests enjoyed a fes- 
tive atmosphere enhanced by the 
music of Michael McMullin and 
his fellow-pianist. The festivi- 
ties and viewing continued for at 
least another hour. An estimated 
70 artists, friends of local artists, 
and visitors who signed the guest 
book, enjoyed delicious food and 
part of the diverse, rich Greenbelt 
heritage. 

A relaxed crowd of men and 
women of all ages, and includ- 


ing several children, talked and 
learned about the displays. When 
manager Ellen Siegal was in- 
terviewed on Tuesday, she said, 
“The show allows the Café to 
offer its wall space to local art- 
ists,” but customers view “a va- 
riety of decorative items” that 
may be purchased “in a family 
appropriate venue.” It is part of 
the mission of the café-co-op to 
bring performance art, music, art 
and Greenbelt tradition into its 
space each month, she said. The 
current exhibit was put together 
by a committee of four, includ- 
ing McMullin, Michael Small- 
wood, Eileen Murray and Kristin 
Stenson, the latter two being the 
curators of this month-long show. 
While artists described the pro- 
cess of displaying their work as 
“easy,” most of them are aware 
that erotic art is not appropriate 
for this venue. 

Both adults and children 
moved between the two rooms 
of the Café, asked questions of 
artists who were available and 
enjoyed hummus and tortilla 
chips, vegetable platters and sa- 
vored poetic and spicy conver- 
sations. Joseph P. Harris, with 
a somewhat better claim to the 
title of poet than that of artist,

Council Approves the Bid 
For a New Dump Truck

After a second round of bids, 
the city has found an acceptable 
replacement for a two-ton dump 
truck that is 11 years old. Ac- 
ceptable, that is, to all city coun- 
cilmembers but Rodney Roberts. 
He cast the sole vote against the 
bid award at the regular meeting 
of the Greenbelt City Council on 
November 27. 

In a four-to-one vote, coun- 
cil approved the purchase of a 
new truck with a pre-2007 diesel 
engine for $55,285 from Kip 
Killmon’s Tyson’s Ford in Vir- 
ginia. Roberts said he would not 
vote for a diesel engine “till Hell 
freezes over,” adding that with 
global warming, he didn’t see 
that as a likely happening. 

The first round of bids, dis- 
cussed at council’s meeting on 
October 23, were all beyond the 
amount budgeted ($70,000) in the 
FY 2007 Replacement Fund, with 
the lowest bid more than $20,000 
over that figure. Trucks in these 
bids use new diesel engine emis- 
sions technology which staff con- 
siders insufficiently tested to date. 
Staff thought new emissions re- 
quirements and a stainless steel 
body were components that raised 
the cost in these bids. 


They recommended that coun- 
cil reject all the first-round bids 
and seek new bids for a truck 
with a 2006 chassis of regular 
steel and bi-fuel engine options. 

At that October 23 meeting 
Roberts suggested that the city 
avoid diesel engines altogether 
because he says it is a dirty fuel 
and the technology added on in 
an attempt to clean the emis- 
sions of a diesel engine lead to 
increased maintenance; in his 
opinion this causes problems. 
General discussion ensued about 
problems with the city’s natural 
gas fuel pump and its limited ca- 
pacity. Director of Public Works 
Kenny Hall and the city manager 
both agreed the pump would not 
meet the fueling needs for pur- 
poses of this replacement truck, 
which will be used as the city’s 
snow plow and may need to op- 
erate through the night. Roberts 
suggested if necessary the truck 
could be fueled at a fast-fill natu- 
ral gas pump on Rt. 1. He also 
said models are available that are 
dual fuel, so the vehicle will run 
on gasoline when the natural gas 
tank 1s empty. Hall said that was

NASA Structure, Center 
School in New History

Greenbelt Center School, now 
the Community Building, is one 
of some 305 historic and 11 ar- 
cheological sites protected under 
the county’s Historic Preserva- 
tion Ordinance that are included 
in a new, enlarged edition of the 
Illustrated Inventory of Historic 
Sites of Prince George’s County, 
Maryland. The 218-page work, 
which was published this sum- 
mer, supplants a 1993 edition 
produced by the Prince George’s 
County Planning Department of 
the Maryland-National Capital 
Park and Planning Commission. 

Included inside the back cover 
is a county map with the location 
indicated for each of the sites 
mentioned in the book. With this 
map as a guide, anyone interested 
in tracing significant examples of 
architectural history in this early 
American county (a political en- 
tity since 1696) will be able to 
find the way. 

Not all structures represented 
are great colonial houses — though 
a large number of such build- 
ings appear throughout the work. 
Many structures, of course, are 
churches. Not far from Greenbelt 
is St. John’s Episcopal Church on 
U.S.1 in Beltsville. Constructed 
in 1877, this building is the third 
church of its Episcopal congre- 
gation to occupy the site. The 
adjacent graveyard is, of course, 
still older. 


A structure of quite another 
type, erected only in 1966, is 
also included in the volume. The 
history it recognizes is that of 
the space age — which means, 
of course, that it has to do with 
the Goddard Space Flight Cen- 
ter. The photograph shows 
the Spacecraft Magnetic Test, 
which is described as “a 60-foot 
square building constructed of 
nonmagnetic materials.” The 
word “square” obviously refers 
to the building’s size, since the 
structure portrayed is curvilinear. 
According to the text, the facility 
is “unique” and “essential for the 
operation of the U.S. manned and 
unmanned space program.” 

Another sort of site — this one 
also associated with transporta- 
tion, which at the time seemed 
futuristic — is the College Park 
Airport. It dates to 1909 and is 
“the oldest continuously used air- 
port in the world.” Unfortunate- 
ly the 9/11 disaster almost did it 
in, since flights in such proximity 
to the nation’s capital were for a 
long time prohibited. A modern 
museum on the site is a good 
place to learn of the airport’s his- 
tory, though that building is not 
itself recognized as historic. 

Adelphi Mill 

A late 18th-century building 

not too far away is the Adelphi

Consider Carbon Offsets 
As Special Holiday Gifts

An environmentally friendly 
approach to gift giving this year 
is the purchase of what are known 
as “carbon offsets.” The carbon 
offset program is a market trading 
scheme that allows the public to 
“cancel out” one’s carbon emis- 
sions in a particular year by giving 
money to an organization or firm 
that invests in large scale emission 
reduction projects such as sustain- 
able forestry practices and renew- 
able energy projects. 

One can purchase carbon offsets 
by going to a carbon-offset orga- 
nization’s website that assists in 
calculating the total annual amount 
of carbon that one’s household or 
business produces or simply the 
amount produced, for example, by 
driving. One’s “carbon footprint” 
determines what one is to pay. 

The carbon-offset organization 
will then invest in renewable 
energy or other projects that 
will reduce global carbon emis- 
sions by approximately that same 
amount. 

Some of the participting non- 
profit firms are CarbonFund.org; 
CarbonCounter.org; NativeEnergy. 
com; www.driveneutral.org; Clean 
Energy Partnership; or the Bonn- 
eville Environmental Foundation 
(www.b-e-f.org). A for-profit firm 
that also participates is TerraPass. 
com. 

GHI member Harriette Phelps 
reports that she purchased home 
carbon offsets from http://cleanen- 
ergypartnership.com (wind power) 


and car-based offsets from www. 
driveneutral.org. The latter web- 
site calculated that her car, with an 
average yearly mileage of 12,000 
emits 6,710 Ibs. of CO2 a year and 
that her offset for driving would 
cost $45. 

Drive Neutral, in turn, bought 
$45 worth of CO2 credits on the 
Chicago Climate Exchange, sent 
her a CO2 Neutral Certification 
decal and suggested that she give 
the decal as a holiday gift. 

Terra Pass, a for-profit Califor- 
nia-based group, not only sends 
decals for carbon offset purchases 
but also markets carbon offset gift 
packages for home, road travel 
or flight travel. For example, the 
small-home gift package offsets 
15,000 Ibs. of CO2 a year and 
includes a compound fluorescent 
light bulb, refrigerator magnet, 
recycled bag dispenser and holiday 
gift card, for $29.95. 

Of course, buying carbon off- 
sets does not excuse anyone from 
reducing ones driving and other 
uses of fossil fuels. Indeed, some 
critics of carbon offset programs 
claim that, by selling a “clean 
conscience,” the offset companies 
actually undermine the political 
action needed to combat global 
warming. 

But as the National Resources 
Defense Council says, it’s not an 
either/or choice. We can reduce 
our energy use and buy carbon 
offsets at the same time. The more 
we do and the sooner, the better.

Mill on Riggs Road near Univer- 
sity Boulevard. The two-story 
structure, a stone grist mill now 
owned by M-NCPPC, is available 
as rental space. I have attended 
weddings there and other sorts of 
group events on its timbered floor. 

Still earlier 1s an unusual 
painted brick building on Knox 
Road in College Park now used 
for special events but previously 
belonging to the College Park 
Woman’s Club. Before that it 
was a church. It was built as a 
barn in 1817, part of the Charles 
Calvert Riversdale estate. 

The building is not far from the 
large acreage Calvert later donated 
to the small agricultural college he 
was instrumental in founding 150 
years ago — later transformed as 
the University of Maryland. The 
estate house itself, in Riverdale 
Park and constructed between 
1801 and 1807, is also, of course, 
included in the book. 

The Rossborough Inn, dat- 
ing from 1803 — now part of 
the University’s campus — was a 
stagecoach stop on the Washing- 
ton and Baltimore Pike but after 
1858 was used as the classroom 
building of the college and an 
agricultural station. 

Near Greenbelt are several 
houses in Berwyn Heights — some 
of them so-called pattern book 
houses. These were great Victo- 
rian-style structures whose archi- 
tectural specifications could be 
ordered through a pattern book, 
something like a Sears & Roebuck 
catalog. One could also order 
the lumber and specialty shingles 
in various shapes and colors that 
were a Signature aspect of the 


houses’ design. 
Archeology 

New in the 2006 edition of 
the Illustrated History is a section 
entitled Archeological Sites. One 
is the site of the National Archives 
building in College Park. When 
excavation was under way for 
construction of that building, re- 
mains were found of period stone 
tools and the tool-making process 
dating to the Late Archaic Period 
(ca. 3500 B.C. to 1000 B.C.). 

An even more extensive site 
for archaic Indian remains is off 
Bryan Point Road at Accokeek 
Creek opposite Mount Vernon. 
Another is the Riverview Road 
Archeological Site at Fort Wash- 
ington. Captain John Smith, on 
his trip up the Potomac River, 
described the extensive Indian 
activities he saw along that shore. 
He was unaware, of course, of its 
prehistoric antiquity. 

Nothing like that old is the 
Muirkirk Furnace Site in Belts- 
ville, established in 1847. Only 
one charcoal kiln survives of the 
iron manufacturing company that 
produced some 7,000 tons of pig 
iron per year until it closed in 
1920. 

For readers interested in track- 
ing down specific kinds of archi- 
tectural types, such as colonial or 
Greek Revival or classifications of 
sites like law offices or examples 
related to early transportation, the 
book’s introduction provides an 
elaborate classification of examples 
of each category. With book in 
hand one should be able to track 
down any number of interesting 
places to visit and study on some 
future Sunday afternoon.

an option that he could accept. 
Roberts made a motion, which 
carried unanimously, that the cur- 
rent bids be rejected and that staff 
call for new bids to include a truck 
with a regular steel body and a 
gas/natural gas dual fuel engine. 
New Bids 

The specifications submitted to 
bidders in the second round tnclud- 
ed engine options for a pre-2007 
diesel engine, a natural gas/gasoline 
bi-fuel engine, a natural gas/diesel 
bi-fuel engine or a diesel/hybrid 
electric engine. 

Staff sent bid request notices to 
27 vendors, including 13 that spe- 
cialize in alternative fuel vehicles 
(AFV). Only seven bids were 
received, none from the specialists 
in AFV, though there was one bid 
for an AFV with a propane engine 
option for $75,356. For this truck, 
the city would need to purchase 
and install a liquid petroleum refu- 
eling pump. 

The lowest bid was the one ac- 
cepted, with others ranging from just 
over $56,000 to $75,356. The bid 
did not meet the specifications for 
central hydraulics, but Hall said in 
a memo that these could be added

when the salt spreader is purchased. 
The cost of this installation with the 
salt spreader and plow purchased 
bring the cost of the replacement to 
an estimated $78,285. 

Hall said savings on other 
equipment and vehicles this year 
would more than offset the dif- 
ference between the cost of the 
replacement and the budgeted 
amount. He recommended ap- 
proving the purchase.

said this show allowed him his 
debut. His inimitable contribu- 
tion is a “Color-Me-Joe-Project” 
in which his self-portraits are 
offered for coloring and decorat- 
ing by visitors. Fellow-artists and 
those who dared — and there were 
many — have their finished con- 
tributions displayed in the men’s 
bathroom. There were entries 
added on Monday and at least 
one new entry Tuesday, according 
to Harris. Some visitors took the 
supplies home to complete their 
individual “projects.” Harris’s 
announcement appeared on the 
group show list, next to where 
it says a “Prize will be awarded. 
See artist for details.” This levity 
made the show more accessible 
to would-be-artists like me. As 
Harris elaborated on his inten- 
tion with his project, “Of course, 
there’s the egocentric perspective 
.. . but it’s not, it invites the 
community . . . a lot of people 
who may not display their art, 
are now in the show.” Harris be- 
lieves this is part of Greenbelt’s 
cooperative tradition. 

In a follow-up telephone con- 
versation that began on Sunday, 
artist Elena Khazanova told this 
reporter she is “influenced by 
Chagal” and her piece, “The 
Gates,” plays with several lay- 
ers of meaning and of existence, 
though it reminded me of Mex1- 
can and Latin American styles, 
colors and motifs. The woman 
figure standing among the “crea- 
tures that inhabit the deep” rep- 
resents the “soul,” according to 
Elena. This work is available 
for sale. Readers of the Iguana 
Review (another Greenbelt art of 
poetry journal) may have already 
seen Elena’s evocative art in that 
publication. 

Many works would make great 
gifts for homes, family mem- 
bers or friends. Prices range 
from $43 for a photograph (Rob 
Baluch contributed this item of 
sentiment and significance to 
Greenbelt writers) and jewelry 
by Collette Zanin (“Collette’s 
Creations”: $10-$15) to Craig 
Fielder’s “Blues Man” for $1,200. 
Other works by experienced art- 
ists include Eva Kritt’s “Man and 
Child,” Celeste Ranney-Howes’s 
“An Explosion of Cows,” Jen- 
nifer Haack’s “Dragon Fern Oil,” 
Barbara Stevens’s “Hedges at Du- 
merson Oaks” and Ted Kliman’s 
“Oil Study for Lamentation II.” 
Readily accessible and innovative 
is a “Bottom Drawer” by Andy 
Wass. Wass includes her original 
poetry notebook and loose printed 
pages, personal paraphernalia 
like used pill bottles, left-over

Ronin — The Loveable Lab

On November 27 Ronin, a 
loveable yellow lab, became a 
resident of the Greenbelt Animal 
Shelter. Ronin is a very person- 
able, fun-loving guy who 1s full 
of energy but he was born with 
“bad genes” — specifically, con- 
genital hip dysplasia. Despite 
this handicap, Ronin gets along 
really well. But the long-term 
prognosis for him is not good... 
and he is only 11 months old. So 
the decision was made to elect hip 
surgery for Ronin. He had his 
first FHO (Femoral Head Ostec- 
tomy) surgery done last week. In 
this procedure part of the hip joint 
is surgically removed. The femur 
is then cut so that the head and 
neck of the femur are removed 
also. Scar tissue forms where 
the femoral head and neck were 
between the femur and acetabulum 
(hip socket). Eventually this scar 
tissue provides enough support 
to permit use of the limb with- 
out causing a lot of discomfort 
— therefore making Ronin “almost 
good as new” — which for him is 
“good as new” as he has a big 
heart and love of life!

Ronin is on limited activity un- 
til his first checkup on December 
19. After that, intense therapy 
will begin to build up scar tis- 
sue. Water therapy will be part of 
Ronin’s regime — and the Canine 
Fitness Center in Crownsville 
has very generously donated two 
15-minute sessions per week for 
Ronin — as long as he needs it. 
After he recovers sufficiently from 
the first surgery (approximately six 
weeks) Ronin will have an opera- 
tion on his other back leg -— and 
will repeat the entire recovery 
process. 

This process is going to be 
a long haul for good ol’ Ronin 
— as well as very expensive — but 
he is worth every penny — so he 
can have a nice long life, despite 
his bad genes! Fundraisers for 
Ronin’s surgery will begin shortly 
but anyone who would lke to 
make a direct contribution may 
call Patti Brothers at 301-474- 
6124.
